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(7) (d) If the amount recoverable under the above para-
graphs of this subsection for temporary disability shall be less 
than the actual loss of wage sustained by the minor employe, 
then liability shall exist for such loss of wage. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 518. 
AN ACT to relieve F. S. Woodard, county clerk of Barron county, 

from the obligation to pay over certain sums of money therein 
stated, on account of the failure of a depositing bank in his 
county and providing that any dividends paid by said bank 
be paid into the conservation fund. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. (1) F. S. Woodard, county clerk of Barron coun-

ty, is relieved of the obligation, to account for the sum of one 
hundred fifty-eight dollars and fifty cents, collected by him for 
fishing and hunting license fees and deposited in a bank that 
failed. 

(2) Any dividends paid by such bank on the said claim shall 
be paid into the conservation fund by said county clerk within 
five days of their receipt. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
